No. 2 - Obverse-”Head of Washington,” motto, “In God We Trust,” and date etc. 

Reverse-same as in number one; a neat and elegant design. 
No. 3 - Obverse-” Head of Washington” U. S. Of America and date. 

Reverse-Wreath and figure etc. 5 cents. 
No. 4 Obverse-’Head of Washington,” motto, “In God We Trust,” and date 

Reverse Wreath and figure “5.” 

The above are respectfully submitted for your consideration. Be pleased to notify me of 
your decision as early as convenient, so that the dies may be prepared for the coinage of the 
specimen selected. 

Orders are daily received for the coin, and we propose with your approval to issue them 
in the manner, and upon the terms the one, two, and three cent coins are now distributed; except 
that the amount of these coins sent free by Railroad etc. shall not be less than $50.
